Associate hall yesterday afternoon to 
hear ilajor Daniel Morgan Smith toll 
why he save up his association with 
the liquor interests to become an active 
worKer In the prohibition cause. Major 
Smith was brought to Lowell by the 
Klylnjj Squadron committee. He is as- 
sistant corporation counsel 
for 
Chi- 


cago, special assistant. United Slates at- 
torney. Judge advocate of the Illinois 
National guard, 
and 
secretary of a 


prohibition league. He has jobs enough 
to keep him busy but he manages to 
find time to KO out once In a while and 
take a clout at the liquor Interests, and 
the mapor Is some clouter. 
Here are 


some, of the things he said yesterday: 


"There was a time when I thought 


that to substitute beer for bard liquor 
would work a great reform. It is true 
that beer doesn't make as many men 
beat their wives as liquor docs, but It 
makes more idiots than whiskey does. 
I will agree that when the federal au- 
thorities took away from the enlisted 
men of the army and navy the oppor- 
tunity to have their beer and liquor it 
was a mighty good thin*, but why 
aldn't they take them away from the 
o Ulcers? 


"Some people talk about the dime a 


day that a man spends for his beer, and 
how, if he didn't apend It, he would be 
rich. 
Well, did Rockefeller make his 


millions on saving dimes, and did J. P. 
Morgan make- his saving dimes? No, 
that Isn't the argument.! for a man 
might save a dime a day from the time 
of Adam up to the present 
antt 
not 


have enough io buy 
one 
of 
Henry 


Ford's flivvers. 
But that expenditure 


of a dime a day takes away from a man 
his health, his happiness and sends him 
down to damnation. That's the argu- 
ment against the expenditure of the 
<Hmo a day, and against this whole 
liquor business. 


"i'ou are entitled to know why I was 


the counsel for the Model License Law 
league, and you arc entitled to know 
why I left It, and 
have come out 


squarely for 
prohibition. The 
.Model 


License league, which was backed by 
the liquor Interests, 
wanted 
me 
to 


frame laws which would control the 
liquor traffic, curtail It, make the sa- 
loon 
business decent. I 
believed it 


could be done. I drafted a model license 
law for Worcester, one for Los Angeles, 
Cal.. one for Tampa, Fla., one for Sag!-' 
naw, Mich., and for a lot of the cities 
in between. And in every one of those 
cities the Issue of 
prohibition 
was 


keaten. 
The citizens 
voted 
for 
the 


model license law, believing It would 
go into effect, that it would prove a 
solution 
to the whole problem. 
It 


didn't. 
In every place, good Christian 


citizens voted for It. and then, after 
election, the business went right on in 
the old way. The liquor interests hired 
me before election to make promises to 
the voters, and then it hired another 


man, after election, to defeat my prom- 


ises. You can't tell me that, with all 
the power the liquor Interests had, they 
could not have forced the councils and 
government of cities to enforce the 
model laws, if they had wanted to do 
so. Flatly, they didn't want to do so. 


"And that's why I turned against this 


business of attempting to regulate the 
liquor selling. The men behind it don't 
want It regulated. That Is plain. They 
want to go on with Just as little regu- 
lation as possible. 


"The liquor interests will not clean 


up, so they should be cleaned out. With 
the conviction thafmy efforts for four 
years as general counsel for the Model 
License Law league resulted in but the 
deception of voters who dcslreii tne 
betterment of existing conditions, came 
the sense of the violation of my prom- 
ises, so i severed all connection with 
the 
liquor 
Interests 
In 1S12. 
After 


waiting more than two years, I felt 
free to oppose my former position, and 
I now advocate the passage of 'dry' 
lawa. 
I advocate local option, state- 


wide prohibition and national constitu- 
tional prohibition. And these can only 
be brought about by voting for men 
and measures unalterably opposed to 
the manufacture, Importation or sale of 
alcoholic liquors to be used as a bever- 
age. 


"The oft-repeated phrase of the wet 


speaker that 'If you let liquor alone 
liquor will let you alone' is untrue! 
The mother whose boy has been ruined 
by liquor has let 
liquor alone, 
but 


liquor hasn't let her alone. 
The old 


man who deprived himself of every 
luxury to give his boy a better educa- 
tion than he had, a better start In life 
may have let liquor alone, but If that 
boy fails because of the liquor Inter- 
ests, then liquor has 
sorely Injured 


that old father. The parents of a girl 
who returns from the wine room un- 
able to look her father and mother In 
the eyes are victims of liquor, even 
though they themselves 
have 
never 


touched It. The Joy of the drinker is 
the sorrow of his 
family. And 
the 


crimes of the drinker are paid for by 
tlie taxpayer."

Labossiere, however, has made differ- 
ent plans on account of tho enormous 
cost and the new plans 
calls-for a 


church that will not cost over half as 
much as that planned by Fr. Jacques, 


Fr. Labossiere stated yesterday that 


lie will follow Fr. Jacques' plans to 
some extent, that Is ho will have the 
present church removed on the vacant 
lot adjoining the rectory ami owned 
by the parish, and convert the wooden 
building Into a parish halt and by so 
doing he will do away with the as- 
sembly hall in the parish school build- 
ing and in its 'stead will erect five 
classrooms. This will relieve the con- 
gestion in the school. 


Tho removal of the wooden church 


will be mado within a few weeks and 
then ground will be broken for the 
foundation of the new church, hut the 
construction work will not be started i 
until spring.

Former Owner of the 


Central New England 
Road Testifies 


NEW YORK, Nov. S.—Tile alleged 


•teps taken by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford railroad to harass 
the Central New England railroad ajid 
Its eventual acquisition, In pursuit of 
tho New Haven's plan, as charged by 
the government, to gain a monopoly of 
New England transportation facilities, 
formed the subject of testimony at the 
resumption today of the. trial of the 
eleven former directors of 
tho road 


accused of criminal violation of 
the 


Sherman law. 


Chester w. Chapln, former 
owner 


of tho Central New England, told how 
the completion of that line was held 
up by the Inability to obtain 30 rods 
of right of way through a farm, and 
how the road was finally compelled 
to build around tho farm. Chapin was 
able to recall little about the litigation, 
which the government alleges was in- 
stituted by the New Haven to prevent 
the road from crossing the farm, but 
lie testified that "as soon as we got 
around It, the New Haven lost interest 
in the matter." 


To show that the New Haven re- 


garded the Central New England as 
necessary to its alleged monopolistic 
purposes, the government read a letter 
written by Charles S. Mellen at the 
request of John M. Hall, president, in 
which he advised that the, road might 
"develop into a formidable competi- 
tor." 


-Mr. Jlellen, recalled to tho stand to 


testify on New Haven affairs during 
his presidency from 1903 to 1913, Iden- 
tified the letter, which was written 
while he was president of the North- 
ern Pacific.

UNITED STATES NOTE TO ENGLAND 


WASHINGTON, Nov. S.—The United States In 


Its latest note to Great Britain, made public hero 
yesterday, covering exhaustively British interference 
with American trade since the 
beginning 
OH the 


European war, declares that Hie so-called blockade 
instituted hy the allies against enemy countries on 
March 11 is "ineffective, Illegal and indefensible." 


Notice IB served that the American government 


"cannot submit to the curtailment of its neutral 
rlght.s," and It cannot "with complacence suffer fur- 
ther fcubordlnatlon of its rights and Interests." 


Ambassador Page, to whom the note was sent by 


special messenger for delivery to the London foreign 
oillce, «as Instructed by Secretary Lansing to im- 
press most earnestly upon the Urltlsh 
government 


that the United States "must Insist that the relations 
between it and His Majesty's government be gov- 
erned, not by a policy of expediency, but by those, 
established rules of international conduct to which 
Great Britain In the past has held the United States 
to account when the latter nation was a belligerent 
engaged in a struggle for national existence." 


Declaring the United' Stales ''unhesitatingly as- 


sumes" the task o£ championing the Integrity of neu- 
tral rights, the note proclaims that the 
American 


government will devote Us energies to the task, ex- 
ercising always an Impartial attitude. 


The note, nearly 15.000 \vords in 
length, 
was 


made public by agreement between the state depart- 
ment and the British foreign oJlice. It carries with 
It a voluminous appendix, giving the text of Ameri- 
can naval instructions Issued In 1SC2 and a summary 
and table showing hundreds of vessels detained by 
British authorities since the beginning of the pres- 
ent war. 


The body of 
the note is divided into 35 points, 


dealing with all phases of the contraband question, 
seizures and detentions, prior to, as well as after, ibe 
so-called blockade was instituted, and announces [hat 
a separate communication will be sent soon dealing 
particularly with the "propriety and right 
of 
tho 


British government to include in their list of contra- 
band of war certain articles which 
have 
been so 


Included." 


RETALIATORY, THEREFORE ILLEGAL 


In conclusion, after an argument on the law and 


facts, Secretary Lansing says: 


"I believe It has been conclusively shown that the 


methods sought to bo employed by Great Britain to, 
obtain and use evidence of enemy destination of car- 
goes bound for neutral ports and to impose a contra- 
band character upon such cargoes arc without justi- 
fication; that the blockade, upon which such methods 
are partly founded, is ineffective. Illegal and indefen- 
sible; that the judicial procedure offered as a means 
of reparation for an International injury is inherently 
defective for the purpose; and that in many cases 
jurisdiction is asserted in violation of the law of na- 
tions. The United States, therefore, cannot submit 
to the curtailment of its neutral rights 
hy these 


measures, 
which are admittedly retaliatory, and 


therefore Illegal, In conception and In nature, and in- 
tended to punish ths enemies of Great Britain for 
alleged Illegalities on their part. The United States 
might not be in a position to object to them if 
its 


interests and the Interests of alt neutrals were un- 
affected by them, but, being affected. It cannot with 
complacence suffer further subordination of Us rights 
and Interests to the plea that the exceptional geo- 
graphic position of the enemies of 
Great 
Britain 


require or justify oppressive and illegal practices. 


"Tho government of the United States desires, 


therefore, to impress most earnestly upon His Majes- 
ty's government that it must Insist that the relations 
betweer- it and His .Majesty's government 
be gov- 


erned, not by a policy of expediency, but by those, 
established rules of international conduct upon which 
Great Britain in the past has held the United States 
to account wheii the latter nation was a belligerent 
engaged in a struggle for national existence. It is of 
the highest importance to neutrals not only of the 
present day but of the future that the principles of 
International rights be maintained unimpaired. 


"This task of championing the Integrity of neu- 


tral rights, which have received the sanction of tho 
civilised world against the lawless conduct of bellig- 
erents arising out ot the bitterness of tho great con- 
flict which is now wasting the countries of Europe, 
the United States unhesitatingly assumes, and to tho 
accomplishment of that task It will devote its ener- 
gies, exercising always that impartiality which from 
tho outbreak of the war it has sought to exercise in 
its relationsjwith the warring nations." 


The note is dated Oct. 21, and acknowledges ths 


notes of the British government dated Jan. 7, Feb. 10, 
June 22, July 23, July 31 (two), Aug. 13. and a note- 
verbale of the British embassy of Aug. S. nil of which 
relate to restrictions upon American commerce. The 
United States says at the outset that It has delayed 
answering 
these 
notes 
in 
tho 
hope 
that 
tho 


announced purpose of Great Britain "to exercise their 
belligerent right with every possible consideration for 
the interest of neutrals." and of causing "the least 
possible amount of Inconvenience to persons engaged 
In legitimate trade" would In practice not 
unjusti- 


fiably Infringe upon tho neutral rights of American 
citizens. 


HOPE NOT REALIZED 


"It is therefore a matter of regret," says 
th« 


note, "that this hope has not been realized, but that 
on the contrary, interferences with American 
ships 


and cargoes destined in good faith to neutral-ports 
and lawfully entitled to proceed have become In- 
creasingly vexatious, causing American ship-owners 
and American merchants to complain to Ihis govern- 
ment of the failure to take steps to prevent an ex- 
ercise of belligerent power in contravention to (heir 
just rights. As the measures complained of proceed 
directly from orders issued by the British govern- 
ment, are executed by British authorities, and arouso 
a reasonable apprehension that, if nnt resisted, they 
may he carried to an extent even more injurious to 


American Interests, this government directs the at- 
tention of His Majesty's government to tho following 
considerations." 


Here follow in numbered paragraphs the points 


made by tho United Slates. Summarized, they are: 


(1) Tho statistics presented by Great Britain to 


prove an Increase rather tlitm a decrease In American 
trade "fall to take Into account tho Increased price 
of commodities resulting from a state of war or to 
make rtny allowance for tho diminution In the val- 
ume of trade which the neutral countries In Europe 
previously had with the nations at war." 


(2) 
Detentions by Great Britain have not been 


"uniformly based on proofs obiained ot the time of ' 
seizure, but many vessels have been detained while 
search was made for evidence." The question has 
been ono of "evidence to support the belief 
of—Jn 


many cases a bare suspicion of—enemy destination. 
or occasionally of enemy origin of ths goods in- 
volved." 


(3) Attention Is directed with regard to search of 


neutral vessels at sea to the instructions Issued to 
the naval commanders of the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia, Japan, Spain, Germany and France 
from 1S8S to tho beginning of the present war to 
show "that search In port was not contemplated by 
tho government of any of these countries." 


(1) 
An examination of the opinion of the most 


emlnunl text writers on the laws of nations shows 
"that they give practically no consideration to the 
question of search in port outside of examination In 
tho course of regular prize court proceedings." 


(5) 
Answering the assertion of Great Britain 


that the position of the United States In relation to 
search at sea Is inconsistent with its practice during 
the Civil war. the note says this is based 
upon a 


"misconception.1' A cnroful search of 
the 
records 


"show conclusively that there were 
no Instances 


when vessels were brought Into port for search prior 
to instituting prize court proceedings," and that cap- 
tures were not made upon other grounds than evl-1 
dence- found on the ship under investigation, and not 
upon 
circumstances ascertained 
from 
external 
sources." It Is here that Secretary Lansing appends 
n copy of the instructions issued to American naval 
officers on Aug. IS. 1S62. 


(fi) 
In answer to tho British contention that con- 


ditions relating to the size and seaworthiness of mod- 
ern carriers Justify bringing vessels into port there 13 
cited the reporter a board of United States naval ex- 
pertii, jusl made, in which it is declared that It is not 
necessary to remove "every 
package 
of a ship's 


car.^o1' to establish the character and nature of her 
trade, that the facilities for boarding and inspection 
of modern ships nre, In fact, greater than In former 
times, and that to permit ships to be taken into 
port "would be a direct aid to the belligerents con- 
cerned in that it would release a belligerent vessel 
overhauling the neutral from its duty of search and 
set It free for further belligerent operations." 


DESTRUCTIVE TO TRADE 


17, 8 and 9) These points deal with new proced- 


ures in the prize courts the effect of which* the Unit- 
ed Statofc complains Is "to subject traders to risk of 
loss, delay and expense so great and so burdensome 
as to practically destroy much of the export trado 
of the United States to neutral countries of Europe." 


(10 and 11) These discuss the question of the 


burden .o£ proof as to the noncontraband of goods 
consigned "to order," the United States arguing1 that 
none of the cases cited by Great Britain proves that 
the burden of proof can rightly be made to rest upon 
the f-lalmants. 


(12) 
The greatly increased imports of neutral 


countries adjoining Great Britain's enemies, "cannot

Attention is directed to the fact that Great 
Britain admits that her exports to neutral countries 
have also materially increased since the present war 
began.

Whatever may he the conjectural conclu- 


sions drawn from trade statistics, tho United States 
"maintains the right to sell goods into the general 
stock of a neutral country, and denounces as illegal 
and unjustifiable any attempt of a belligerent to in- 
terfere with that right on the ground that It suspects 
that tho previous supply of such goods in the neutral 
country which the imports renew or replace has been 
sold to an enemy. That Is a matter with which the 
neutral vf.ndnr hns no concern, and which can In no 
way affect his rights of trade. Moreover, even 
if 


goods listed as conditional contraband are destined 
to an enemy country through a neutral country, that 
fact is not in itself sufficient to justify their seizure."

In view of those considerations, the United 


States announces that it has no other course but "to 
contest seizures of vessels at sea upon conjectural 
suspicion and the practice of bringing them Into port 
fr.r rho purpose, hy search or otherwise, of obtaining 
evidence." and adds that "relying upon tho regard of 
the TlrtUsh government for the principles of justice 
so frequently and uniformly manifested prior to the 


present war, this government anticipates that the 
British government will hislruct their officers to rc- 
iraln from these vexatious and illegal practices."

their attitude toward the war. Dr. Pow- 
ers said ho was In Munich whei. .War- 
saw fell, and he contrasted the celebra- 
tion with thai of England, when Prae- 
torla fell. It was the Bavarian troops, 
he said, .that were given the credit for 
the capture of Warsaw, and, naturally, 
Munich would bo expected to be a cen- 
tre of rejoicing. Bells were rung at 7 
o'clock In the evening, and 70,000 peo- 
plo assembled in Koenlg square. 
They 


sang two fine old German hymns 
the 


mayor gave a little talk and then called 
for cheers for the king of Bavaria, and 
afterward for tbe emperor. 


Dr. Powers also told of a concert that 


he attended, where there was a chorus 
of working people. 
Two of the cho- 


ruses sung were "The People Will.Have 
Peace" and "We Will no Brothers and 
Sisters." 
The lnternatlon.il note was 


the one to which the hearts of the peo- 
ple responded. "Men," he said, 'do not 
light for the mere desire of killing, or 
from any mean and ignoble purpose in 
any of the countries. The rulers of na- 
tions may sometimes be actuated by 
mean motives, but the people, never.

Former Owner of the

Chapln was 
able to recall little about the litigation, 
which the government alleges was in- 
stituted by the New Haven to prevent 
the road.from crossing the farm, but 
he testified that "as soon as we gof 
around it, the New Haven lost Interest 
In the matter." 


To show that the New Haven re- 


garded the Central New England as 
necessary to Its alleged 
monopolistic 


purposes, the government read a letter 
written by Charles S. Mellen at tho 
'request of John M. Hall, president. In 
which he advised that the roart might 
"develop into a formidable competl- 


- tor." 


Mr. Uellen, recalled to the stand to 


testify on New Haven affairs during 
his presidency from 1903 to 1913. Iden- 
tified the letter, which was written 
while ho was president of the North- 
ern Pacific.

UNITED STATES NOTE TO ENGLAND 


WASHINGTON, Nov. S.—Tho United Slates In 


Its latest note to Great Britain, made public hero 
yesterday, covering exhaustively British Interference 
with American trade since the 
beginning 
of 
tho 


European war, declares that the so-called blockade, 
Instituted by the allies against enemy countries on 
March 1J is "Ineffective, Illegal and indefensible." 


Notice is served that ihc American government 


"cannot submit to tho curtailment of its 
neutral 


rights." and it cannot "with complacence suffer fur- 
ther subordination of Its rights ami Interests." 


Ambassador Page, to whom the note was sr-nt by 


special messenger for delivery to the London foreign 
office, was Instructed by Secretary Lansing to im- 
press most earnestly upon the British 
government 


that the United States ''must insist that the relations 
betwfien It and His Majesty's government bo 
gov- 


erned, not by a policy of expediency, but by those 
estaollshed rules of international conduct to which 
Great Britain In the past has held the United States 
to account when the latter nation was a belligerent 
«ngaged In a struggle for national existence." 


Declaring the United States ''unhesitatingly a»- 


•umcs" tho task of championing the integrity of neu- 
tral rights, the note proclaims that the 
American 


government will devote Its energies to the task, ex- 
ercising always an Impartial attitude. 


The note, nearly 16,000 words In length, 
was 


made public by agreement between the state depart- 
ment and tho British foreign ollice. It carries with 
It a voluminous appendix, giving the text of Ameri- 
can naval instructions issued In 1SC2 nnd a summary 
and table showing hundreds of vessels detained by 
British authorities since the beginning of the pres- 
ent wur. 


The body of the note is divided Into 35 points, 


dealing with all phases of tho contraband 
question, 


seizures and detentions, prior to, as well as after, tho 
so-called blockade was Instituted, and announces that 
a separate communication will bo sent soon dealing 
particularly with the "propriety and right 
of 
tho 


British government to include In their list of contra- 
band of war certain articles which 
havo 
been so 


included." 


RETALIATORY. THEREFORE ILLEGAL. 


In conclusion, after an argument on the law and 


facts, Secretary Lansing says: 


"I believe it has been conclusively shown that tho 


methods sought to be employed by Great Britain to 
obtain and use evidence of enemy destination of car- 
goes l.-ound for neutral ports and to impose'a. contra- 
band character tipon such cargoes are without justi- 
fication; that the blockade, upon which such methods 
are partly founded, is Ineffective, illegf.l and indefen- 
sible; that tho judicial procedure offered as a means 
of reparation for an international injury Is Inherently 
defective for the purpose; and that in many cases 
jurisdiction is asserted in violation of the law of na- 
tions. The United States, therefore, cannot submit 
to the curtailment of 
Its neutral rights 
by these 


measures, 
which 
are admittedly retaliatory, and 


therefore illegal, In conception and in nature, and in- 
tended to punish the enemies of Great Britain for 
alleged illegalities on their part. Tho United States 
might not be in a position to object to them if its 
interests and tho Interests of all neutrals were nn- 
afftcte-l by them, but, being affected, it cannot with 
complacence sutler further subordination of its rights 
and Interests to the pica that the exceptional geo- 
graphic position of the enemies 
of Great 
Britain 


require or justify oppressive and illegal practices. 


"The government of the United States desires, 


therefore, to Impress most earnestly upon His .Majes- 
ty's government that it must Insist that the relations 
bctwoer. it and His Majesty's government be gov- 
erned, not by a policy of expediency, hut by those 
established rules of international conduct upon which 
Great Britain in the past lias held the United States 
to account when the latter nation was a belligerent 
engaged in a struggle for national existence. It is of 
the highest importance to neutrals not only of tho 
present day but of tho future that the principles of 
International rights be maintained unimpaired. 


" "This task of championing the integrity of neu- 
tral rights, which have received the sanction of iha 
civilized world against tho lawless conduct of bellig- 
erents arising out of tho bitterness of Uio great con- 
flict which is now wasting the countries of Europe, 
the United States unhesitatingly assumes, and to tha 
accomplishment of that task It will devote its ener- 
gies, exercising always that impartiality which from 
tho outbreak of the war it has sought to exercise in 
Its relations with the warring nations." 


Tho note Is dated Oct. 21. and acknowledges the 


notes OL the British government dated Jan. 7, Feb. 10. 
June 22, July 2S. July 31 (two), Aug. 13, and a noto 
verbals of the British embassy of Aug. C. all of which 
relate to restrictions upon American commerce. The 
United States says at tho outset that it has delayed 
answering 
these 
notes 
in 
tho 
hope 
that 
tho 


announced purpose of Great Britain "to exercise their 
belligerent right with every possible consideration for 
the interest of neutrals." and of causing "the least 
possible amount of inconvenience to persons engaged 
In legitimate trade" would in practice 
not 
unjusti- 


fiably Infringe upon the neutral rights of 
American 


citizens. 


HOPE NOT REALIZED 


"It is therefore a matter of regret," says ths 


note, "that this hopo has not been realized, bnt thnt 
on ihe. contrary, interferences with American 
ships 


and cargoes destined in good faith to neutral ports 
and lawfully entitled to proceed havo become in- 
creasingly vexatious, causing American ship-owners 
and American merchants to complain to thin govern- 
ment of the failure to take steps to prevent an ex- 
ercise of belligerent power in contravention to their 
just rights. As the measures complained of proceed 
directly from orders Issued by the British govern- 
ment, are executed by British authorities, and arouse 
a reasonable apprehension that, If not resisted, they 
may he carried to an extent even more injurious to 


American Interests, this government directs the at- 
tention of His Majesty's government to the following 
considerations." 


Here follow in numbered paragraphs tho point* 


made, by the United Stuk-s. Summarized, they aro: 


ll) Tho statistics presented by Great Britain to 


prove an increase rather than a decrease In American 
trade "fail to take into account tho Increased prico 
of commodities resulting'from a state of war or to 
malto any allowance for tlic diminution In the val- 
umc or" trade which the neutral countries In Europe 
previously had with the nations at war." 


(2) 
Detentions by Crr-at Britain have not been 


"uniformly bated on proofs obtained at tho time of ' 
seizure, but many vessels have been detained while 
search was made for evidence." The question has 
been one of "evidence to support the belief 
of—In 


many cases a bare suspicion of—enemy destination, 
or occasionally of enemy origin of the goods in- 
volved." 


('•',) 
Attention Is directed with regard to search of 


neutral vessels at sea to the instructions Issued 1o 
the naval commanders of the United Stales, Great 
Britain, Russia, Japan. Spain, Germany and France 
from 1SSS to the beginning uf the present war to 
show "that search in port was not contemplated by 
tho government of any of these countries." 


(4) 
A:: examination of the opinion of the most 


eminent text writers on the laws of nations shows 
"that they give practically no consideration to th» 
que.'ition of search in port outride of examination in 
the course of regular prize court proceedings." 


15) 
Answering the assertion of Great Britain 


that the position of the United States In relation to 
search at sea is inconsistent with its practice during 
the Civil war, the note says this Is based 
upon a 


"misconception.1' A careful search of

, to instituting prize court proceedings," and that cap- 


lures were not mado upon other grounds than evi-

It is here that Secretary Lansing appendsJ 
a copy of the instructions issued to American naval 
ofticers on Aug. 18. 1S02.

In answer to the British contention that con- 


ditions relating to the size and seaworthiness of mod- 
ern caiTiers Justify bringing vessels-Into port there is 
cited the report of a board of United Stales naval ex- 
perts, j'usl made, in whichjt Is declared that it Is not 
nec^sKary to remove 
"every 
package 
of a 'ship's 
car^o'' to establish the character nnd nature of hor 
trade, that the facilities for boarding and inspection 
of modern ships arc, in fact, greater than in former 
times, and that to permit ships -to be taken into 
port "would be a direct aid to the belligerents con- 
corned in that It would release a belligerent vessel 
overhauling the neutral from Its duty of search and 
set It free for further belligerent operations." 


DESTRUCTIVE TO TRADE 


{1, S and P) These points deal with new proced- 


ures in the prize courts tho effect of which the Unit- 
ed States complains is "to subject traders to risk of 
loss, delay and expense so great and so burdensomo 
as to practically flpslroy much of the export trado 
of iho United States to neutral countries'of Europe." 


(10 nnd 11) These discuss tho question of the 


burden of proof as to the nonconirabaud of goods 
consigned "to order," the United States arguing that s 
none of the cases citeil by Great Britain proves that 
the burden of proof can rightly be made to rest upon 
the claimants.

The greatly increased imports of neutral 


countries adjoining Great Britain's enemies, "cannot 
lie accepted 
as

Such a rule, It is argued,

Britain admits that her exports to neutral countries 
have also materially increased since the present war 
began.'

ports. If British exports to those ports should be 
still further increased, it is obvious that, under tho 
rule of evidence contended for by the British govern- 
ment, the presumption of enemy destination could

Britain cannot expect the United States to submit 
to such manifest injustice or to permit tho rights of 
Its citizens to be so seriously impaired."

Whatever may be the conjectural conclu- 


sions (irawn from trade statistics, the United States 
"maintains tile right to sell goods into the general 
stock of a neutral country, and denounces as illegal 
and unius'lfiablo any attempt of a belligerent to In- 
tovfcro with that right on the ground that It suspects 
that tho previous supply of such goods in the neutral 
country which the imports renew or replace has been 
sold to an enemy. That is a matter with which tho 
neutral vendor has no concern, and whlch-can in no 
way affect his rights of trade.
